LONDON, July 28,—-Since the com- 
pletion of the capture of Pozieres, the 
news from the British front in France 
is mainly of testing encounters at 
yarious points on the German line. 
‘The comparative lull and hot, hazy 
weather, it is assumed, has given the 
Germans an opportunity to bring up 
further troops and guns, with a view 
to renewed attempts to recapture Po- 
zieres, where, however, according to 
unofficial reports, the British troops 
have further consolidated their posl- 
tions, 

Tonight's official report shows that 
there has been hard fighting all day, 
with some fluctuations of fortune, but 
that in the end the British tmproved 
their positions northeast of pozieres, 
end in the vicinity of Longueval and 
Delville wood. 

The British in the fighting Wedns- 
day night captured an important Ger- 
man trench, situated to the north of 
the line running from Pozieres to Ba- 
yentin-Le-Petit, but were shelled out 
by an enflading fire from the Ger- 
man artillery. “Another attack, how- 
ever, gave the British.a foothokt in 
the southern end of the trench, 

To the south of the Somme the 
French made further progress against 
the .Teutons to the east of Estrees.

ROBLIN TRIAL 
PROGRESSING 


For the Fifth Time on Witness 
Stand Horwood Tells of Par- 
Jinment Building Graft

(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

WINNIPEG, July 27.—Vor the fifth 
time V. W. Horwood, former provin- 
cial architect, is telling under oath the 
story of his knowledge of the construc- 
tion of the Manitoba parliament build- 
ings. He took the stand in the assize 
court this afternoon as the first wit- 
ness for the crown in the trial of Sir 
Rodmond Roblin, George R. Coldwell 
and James H. Howden and a start was 
made in his evidence, which will be 
continued tvuinorrow. 

R. W. Craig, K.C., concluded after 
the noon adjournment his preliminary 
address to the jury. He traced the 
various “extras” for work on the 
buildings and outlined what the crown 
would endeavor to prove ty their 
witnesses, 

R. A. Bonnar, K.C., conducted -the 
examination of Horwood, subject to 
frequent interruptions from the vari- 
ous counsel acting for the defense. 
Objections principally were that the 
lawyer was “leading’’ the witnesses or 
that’ thé witness was volunteering in- 
formation, Horwood's story began 
With the competition among architects 
for the securing of plans for the build- 
ing. A. J. Andrews, K,C., for the de- 
fense, remarked at one state that it 
was “quite evident that the witness 
was prepared to say that anything he 
did at that time was wrong.” 

The witness told of calling for ten- 
ders. Two were received—from Thos. 
Kelly & Sons and the Lyall firm. He 
took the tenders home to look them 
over. The defense was sustained in 
their objection to evidence’ being 
admitted of what happened on a visit 
paid by Thomas Kelly that night, 
Horwood told of Mr, Coldwell speak- 
ing to him of a campaign fund, This 
was while thé caissons were being 
built. Mr. Coldwell, he said, assert- 
ed it was “customary to add campaign 
funds to contracts,” and that he 
“understood funds were raised in Re- 
gina through changing from brick to 
stone.” The witness said he advised 
placing the funds on the caissons and 
Mr. Coldwell told him to take instruc- 
tions from Dr. R. M. Simpson. Dr. 
Simpson told him he thought $50,000 
should be put on, and Kelly told him 
“the fools wanted to put on another 
$100,000 and could not protect it,” 

It is understood that Lawrence Kelly 
and Charles B, Kelly, sons of Thomas 
Kelly, will be called as crown witnes- 
ses. They were called during their 
father's trial, but when they refysed 
to give evidence the crown did not in- 
sist.

BRITISH OFFICIAL, 

LONDON, July 27 (11:52 p.m.)-— 
The official statement issued by the 
war office tonight reads: 

“Today there has been hard fight- 
ing to the northeast of Pozieres and 
in the vicinity of Longueval and Del- 
ville Wood, 

“North of the line of Posieres- 
Bazentin-L-Petit, we succeeded last 
night in capturing ab ut 200 yards of 
an important enemy trench; which 
hitherto had successfuily resisted all 
our attacks, 

“This merning, after an intense ar- 
tillery fire, the enemy succeeded in re- 
gaining possession of the whole trench, 
but our troops immediately re-attack- 
ed and have regained a footing in the 
southern end.” 

“On our right flank, after hard 
fighting,. we have driven the enemy 
from the east and-northeast of Del- 
ville Wood. Heavy fighting still con- 
tinues in this vicinity, including Long- 
ueval, where we regained a portion of 
the northern part of the village. 

“About one o'clock Wednesday 
morning a small enemy narty entered 
our trenches immediately west of the 
Ypres-Pilken Road, but were im- 
mediately driven out. 

“Further south, after artillery pre- 
paration, a party of British troops 
raided the enemy lines. The Germans 
were encountered in front of their own 
wire, and sustained a loss of some 30 
killed. The British infantry then 
fought'their way into the trenches, in 
which we found many Germans killed 
by our bombardment,

During His Mental Aberration Mike Bodner Enlisted in 197th Batta- 
lion—Pangs of Remorse Then Hit Him so he Discarded His New 
Uniform—Will Spend the Next Nine Months in Fort Saskatche-

Michael Bodner, who served three 
years in the Austrian cavalry, during 
which time he was never out of uni- 
form, and who tried to impress 
Magistrate Jennings, R.N.W.M.P., with 
his absolute ignorance of military 
regulations, found a very inattentive 
ear yesterday in the mounted police 
barracks, and after a quiet considera- 
tion of the case, Magistrate Jennings 
gave the deserter from the 197th 
(Vikings) Battalion, nine months’ hard 
labor in Fort Saskatchewan, 

Mike'c story was that under the in- 
fluence of red liquor, basely administ- 
ered by recruiting agents of the Lloyd- 
minster district, he had forgotten his 
Austrian military experience enough to 
don the Oniform of a British soldier 
of the 197th Battalion, and even pull- 
ed the leg of Capt, James MeCormick, 
of the 197th, stationed at Lioyd- 
minster, for return fare to Innisfree 
to obtain more recruits, 

However, he asserted, with return 
to normal senses, after his arrival 
home he regretted his attachment to 
His Majesty's troops, and discarding 
the khaki phoned to Lloydminster to 
tell the 197th he wanted to quit the 
battalion. He alleged that phone ’con- 
nections were difficult, and that finally 
he was advised that the 197th had left. 
Lloydminster for parts unknown, pre- 
sumably Edmonton, Having a mill- 
tary hunch that a prolonged unex- 
plained absence might cause trouble, 
Mike borrowed six dollars from his 


father-in-law to come to Edmonton 
and straighten out his military status, 
Intending to quit the soldier game, he 
came to the city in civilian clothes, 
and after one or two nonchalant ef- 
forts to find the 197th, thought it just 
as well to go back home and go to 
work, 

Later, Mike was arrested by the 
R.N.W.M.P, on a charge of desertion, 
preferred by Captain und, of the 
197th Battalion, and the case, after 
three different sittings, was finally dis- 
posed of yesterday afternoon, E. B. 
H. Jackson conducted an able defense 
for the accused, but had a hard case 
to win for a client owing to the self- 
incriminating evidence of B dner on 
the stand. John McAllister acted as 
legal prosecutor for Captain Lund. 

Magistrate Jennings stated that if it 
were not for a few extenuating cir- 
cumstances he would have given Bod- 
ner tho limit for desertion from the 
British army,

Willard Treleaven, of the 
Medicals, military cross, “for attend- 
ing to wounded under heavy | shell fire 
end getting them to safety.” 

Lieut, Alexander Wm. Altvhison, 
181ist Battalion, ‘military cross, “for 
leading a party of bombers throursh 
the enemy's barrage in order to oc- 
cupy an important point. His gal- 
lant act removed a great danger.” 

Lieut, Jaraes Creswell Auld, 16th 
Battalion, military cross, “when his 
observation post was hit by a shell, 
which wounced him severely and his 
telephonist mortally, he endeavored 
to rescue the latter from the debris. 
Failing, he went three hundred yards 
under heavy fire for assistance. and 
helped to carry the telephonist to 
safety.” 

Lieut. Lionel Dalzell Heron, 20th 
Battalion, military cross. “When in 

» charge of scouts covgring a raiding 
party, the latter partY was dispersed 
and the leader killed by heavy fire. 
Lieut. Heron rallied the party and 
withdrew them. He then went out 
twiee and brought in missing men.” 

Lieut. John Arnold Jackson, 29th 
Battalion, military cross, “Lieut. Jack- 
son hung on to a_ battered enemy 
trench during an intense bombard- 
ment, led a very dangerous patrol, and 
held the post all next day, though 
quite exhausted.” 

Lieut. Ernest Henry Latter, 6th Bat- 
talion, military cross “for consistently 
and gallantly handling men with great 
coolness and judgment during heavy 
bombardment. He carried three 
wounded men across a wide breach in 
his parapet under snipers’ fire.” 

Lieut. Robert Winyard Powell, 
Engineers, military cross. Lieut. 
Powell ‘carried on’ with a working 
party for several days and nights with 
the greatest coolness, -under heavy 
artillery and machine gun fire and fre- 
quent bombing attacks, being twice 
wounded himself.” 

Lieut. James Stanley Scott, of the 
local forces,’ military cross. ‘Lieut. 
Scott and an/aviator descended to an 
altitude of a thousand feet to attack 
a train, well behind the enemy lines, 
and though his erigine was much dam-

Was Day of Memorable Devotion at Historic Little 


Church on Banks of Lac Ste. Anne—Special Train Now 
Replaces Prairie Caravans of Old Times in Journey 
to do Homage at the Shrine 


The annuat pilgrimage to the Shrine 
of St. Anne, at Lac St. Anne, oh Wed- 
nesday, was one which will long be re- 
membered as a red-letter day in the 
annals of the Roman Catholic chureh 
of the west, for over three thousand 


teresting to note, was built as long 
ago as 1842 by Father Thibault, a se- 
cular priest, who was the first mission 
ery to locate in the great north-west, 
this side of Winnipeg. ‘That was before 
the coming of the Oblates, Father 


Thibault, says His Grace Archbishep 
Legal, was a French-CanaqWan of great 
devotion, who at the shrine of St. 
Anne de Beaupre, in Quebec, had vow- 
ed that he would dedicate a church In 
the west to the good Saint; and this 
ix how the shrine at Lac St. Anne 
came to be known far and wide 
throughout the west, until, as the po- 


pilgrims from all parts of Alberta vis- 
Ited the shrine during the day, and 
gave devout reverence to “the good 
and great St. Anne.” 

This is the largest pilgrimage tin 
the history of the shrine, since it was 
tirst begun somewhere in the eighties 
by Father Lestanc, then in charge of

Long Before the Railways. 

In the early days, before the coming 
of railways, the only means of locomo- 
tlon was by prairie schooner or on 
ioot, and consequently the attendance 
was somewhat restricted, although, 
even then, hundreds travelled by trail 
for scores of miles in order to pay 
their homage at the shrine, Thay are 
atill doing so, moreover, for this week 
fifty persons, in a dozen rigs, came «ll 
the way from Cold Lake, 150 miles 
torth-east, and others came by trail 
from beyond Lac la Biche. One man, 
Noel Courtepntte, one hundred ant 
three years of age, came from Lae ta 
Nonne. 

A special train went west from Ed- 
monton, starting from the C.N.K. 
depot at 7.30 in the morning. It con- 
‘sted of ten coaches, and carried nu 
less than eight hundred people. 

Many Nationalities, 

An interesting fact in conection with 
the pilgrimage was that over a dozen 
hutionalities were represented, inelud- 
ing British, Americans, Belgiaas, 
French, German, Polish, Ruthenians 


(Greek and Latin), Italian, Bohem- 
lans, Swedes, Indians, (Cree, Sarces, 
Chipewyans, and Assiniboines), The 


half-breeds and Indians were decket 
in all the finery at their command— 
the men in magnificent beaded and 
band-worked leather gorments, and 
the women in pink, mauve, purple and 
green dresses and ribbons—making an 
inusuaily picturesque sight. 

Many priests from all over the dis- 
trict were present, hended by His 
Grace Archbishop Legal, of St. Albert, 
who has risen to a position of emtn- 
ence in the church after a very long 
period of devoted labor in the west. 
All orders of nuns in the west were 
represented, “including the Faithful 
Companions of Jesus, ths Sister of 
Charity (more frequently known as 
the Grey Nuns), the Daughters of 
Jesus, the Sisters of Providence, the 
Sisters of Mercy, and Notre Dame 
Deverons, 

A Day of Devotion, 


The day was essentially one of de- 
votion, a series of services being held 


As early as half-past five in the mora- 
ing the crowd flecked around = the 
building, and from that time until 
seven in the evening went in and out 
in an almost unending stream. The 
church, by the way, seats only about 
o hundred and fifty, and accommoda- 
tion was at a premium, As quickly os 
cne service was over, the congregation 
filed out and another took its place, 
end so on throughout the day, until, 
just before noon, when solemn high 
nass was celebrated by the archbish- 
cp, the crowd was so dense that many 
lundreds conld not get near the 
Luliding at all, and revercntly knelt on 
the grass sod outside. 
2,000 Take Communion, 

The archbishop was avsisted in the 
celebration of mass by Rey, Mather Le- 
marchand, of St. Joachim'’s church, 
F.dmonton, and Rev, Father Molle, of 
the seminary at St. Albert. Holy cor 
munion was partaken of by over two 
thousand persons during the morning. 

At half-past two the veneration of 
the sacred relics took place, the pil- 
grims filing in and out of the chureh, 
und reverently paying their homage, 
Later in the afternoon tiere was a 
hrocession of the pilgrims, followed by 
the Benediction and Sacrament and 
evening prayers, 

The sermon of the day was preach- 
od in French and English by the Rey. 
father Ethelbert, who said, in part: 


“Church Is Universal.” 

This gathering is a living proof of 
the catholicity of the Holy Church 
Other churches are ‘national, The 
Catholic church is universal, We have 
bere, gathered together this morning, 
the faithful of many tongues, climes, 
and nations, all eager to do homage to 
the great and good St. Anne. What a 
florious proof of the magnificent unity 
of the church that there are gathered 
fogether here representatives of be- 
tween twelve and fifteen nationalities, 
and we are all united in the one faith, 
the one devotion, the one obedience to 
the same Saint, the same pastors, and 
the same God, 

Example of Saint Anne, 

“What example does St. Anne set 
us’? She is registered, not only in the 
catalogue of heaven, but of that of the 
church, When we speak to the faith- 
ful and say, “You must sancitfy your- 
selves,” we sometimes get the reply, “1 
ain not able to be a saint.

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The remains of a small shack 
used for the sale of fruit and 
candies at the corner of Third and 
Jasper, which was recently gutted 
by fire, are being removed, to the 
vast improvement of the appear- 
ance of the corner. During boom 
times shacks were erected for 
business and residence purposes 
all over the city, paying no regard 
to municipal by-laws of any kind. 
Now that house rent has conie 
down, and there are a number of 
vacant houses, would seem to be a 
good time to reduce the shack evil, 
so far as it can be done without 
inflicting serious hardship. It is 
not the occupants of the shacks 
who are so much responsible for 
the ¢ ndition ds the owners of the 
lots upon which they are built, 
The owner of. the lot in that part 
of the city stibject to fire and 
sanitary by-laws, being either un- 
able or unwilling to bnild on his 
property,’ permits a shack to be 
erected in defiance of the city by- 
Jaws on payment of a groutid rent, 
¢ither large or small, by the 
builder of the shack, There is now 
plenty of buildings, and of room 
and sufficiently low values for real 
estate outside the limits of the 
sanitary and fire by-laws, to permit 
convenient occupation by those 
who are unable to meet the condi- 
tions of those by-laws which are 
imposed for the general benefit, 
and the protection of the central 
part of the city. 


That the Irish question is no 
nearer to settlement now than _ it 
has been at any time during the 
past century is a most lamentable 
fact.

It 
may be that so long as Ireland is 
Ireland there will be an Irish ques- 
tion. The best that can be really 
expected is a truee—such as was 
recently arranged and generally 
accepted, to last during the con- 
tinuance of the war, Out of such 
a truce, loyally observed—agreed 
to as the first step in a common 
sacrifice for a common cause—it 
might “be hoped—if ever—that 
there would grow a better appre- 
ciation of the desirability of sink- 
ing traditional differences for the 
present and future good of Ireland 
and her people. The political 
party which has attempted to use 
the danger of the Empire as’ a 
means of forcing its own views on 
an unwilling people, assumes. a 
responsibility which shows its un- 
fitness fer the work of guiding the 
Empire, ~ It is the same party 
which took advantage of the diffi- 
culties of the Asquith Govern- 
ment to force a so-called coalition, 
in which they have'sinee held con- 
trol, to the vast detriment of the 
snecessful prosecution of the war. 
Government by coalition has 
proven to be a government of di- 


decision — under 
which 
decisive action. 


Mayor Henry’s report, submit- 
ted at Tuesday evening’s. council 
meeting, makes unpleasant read- 
ing.

Lac la_Biche, lake of the Red Deor, 
or more properly, the Elk; a sheet of 
water 26 miles by 12, with bold wood- 


ed shores, picturesque islands, deep 
bays, pebbly or sandy beaches with 
shallow water sultable for bathing, its 
depths swarming with whitefish, gic- 
kerel aud other food fishes, within four 
and a half hours’ run of Edmonton by 
gasoline-electric car, This is Edmon- 
ton’s newest summer resort, and its 
cnly one equipped with a hotel that in 
situation, plan, construction and ap- 
pointment is as good as the best in 
either town or cotntry—the Lac Ja 
Biche Inn. 

A smart little town is growing up on 
both sides of the brand new main 
street that runs from the railway sta- 
tion to the lake front. A board walk 
runs on the east side of the street from 
the station to the Inn, which is a 
couple of hundred yards further east 
on the lake front, The business places 
of the town include three general 
stores kept by the Hudson's Bay Co., 
U. Limoges, and Kimmelman & Tup- 
per rospectively. A drug store kept by 
Merrick & Co. Two hotels, the Lac la 
Biche kept by Chas. Mackriss, and 
the Cecil kept by Mr. Minnet. Two liv- 
ery barns kept by Messrs. De Marre 
and Cadieux respectively. A lumber 
yard and sawmi!!! kept by Mr. Paradig 
Two barber shops with pool halls, Aa 
{ee cream parlor, Dhe post office kept 
by Chas. Brouillard, J.P. A Roman 
Catholic church has recently beea 
erected on.tha lake front west of main 
street. Although not quite completed, 
services are held in it. Rey. Father 
Labelle, 8.J., is the priest in charge. 
At a tecent social $638 was collected 
for the building . fund, Debentures 
have been issued for the erection of a 
school building. The majesty of the law 
is upheld by tho presence of a corporal 
of the R.N.W.M.P, 

There is a resident physician, Dr. 
Sabourin, Dr, Farquharson, head of 
the medical service on the Waterways 
railway and his assistant Dr. Hawkip- 
son, reside at Lac la Biche. Dr. Far- 
qubarson has just completed a very 
neat summer cottage on the lake front, 
The railway company have a red croxs 
motor car for use on the railway line. 

During railway construction the 
town waa aituated on a beautiful bay a 
short distance west of the present site 
Many v. the buildings in the new town 
were moyed from the old site last wia- 
ter, but there still remain a number 
of dwellings and a bakery and livery 
ttable. 

Two fiah companies are operating nt 
the lake, The Lac la _ Biche Co,, Mr. 
Clements, formerly of the Alberta 
Hotel, Edmonton, manager, is locatod 
at the old town. They have a large 
quantity of ice stored and havo two 
motor boats, and other plant, They 
Will ship to Chicago, but have not yet 
begun operations. F. Drolet has his 
headquarters east of the town near 
the old H, B. post. He shipped a car 
of fish on Wednesday of last week and 
will ship a car each week during the 
season. Tho fish are caught in nets by 
men working from small sail or row 
boats, The prices per pound paid the 
fishermen are said to be: Whitefish, 
Sressed;-2e; pickerel, undreseed, -f 1-26; 
pike or jackfish and suckers dressed, 
1S. Tho catch of fish has been small ns 
yet. 

There are a number of motor boats 
for hire, besides a number held for 
private use. The largest ‘s the Alta D., 
capable of carrying twenty to thirty 
Lassengers. Mr. Douglas is the owner, 
This boat formerly ran on the Atha- 
basca river from Athabasca town 10 
House River. Last winter it was 
brought from Athabasca overland. 
There is also the Zephyr, owned by 
Mr. Varin, and the Paddy and the 
Shamrock owned by the Lac la Biche 
Fish Co, There «re a number of small- 
er motor, sail and row boats. 

There is a plank pier for conveni- 
ence of bathers and as a landing for 
launches and boats in front of the Lac 
la Biche Inn. The electric light plant 
Ny tha lights the hotel aiso lights the 
hier. 

Lac la Biche is the first 
potnt from Edmonton on the Water- 
waxes riilway, distant 127 miles, The 
railway company have erected a com- 
tlete and comfortable station, a two- 
stall roundhouse and other necesary 
buildings, ‘The railway station, town 
und Inn occupy the westerly portion 
of the Hudson's Bay reserve, The 
Duildings of the old trading post oc- 
cupy a commanding position on the 
lake shore a few hundred yards to the 
eust, There are small fields of grain 
and potatoes growing there, on land 
that has bedn cultivated for seventy or 
cight years, 

Some twelve miles west of the town 
on # beautiful bay on the south shore 
of the lake is the Roman Catholic 
inission, presided over by Rev, Father 
Le Goff, About half way between the 
town and mission is a building crected 
us a summer home or rest house for 
the teachers of the Jesuit College, Ed- 
monton, The old settlement extends 
along the lake shore for some eighteen 
miles, 

Although the lake is the present 
northern limit of farming settlement 
‘n Alberta east of the Athabasca rivoy, 
settlers are coming in and occupying 
innd to the east and south. Some years 
ago the settlement of Plamondonville 
was established south of the western 
purt of the Inke, the settlers coming in 
from Athabasca some forty miles, 
There is a settlement formed on the 
north side of Egg Lake, ten miles wost 
of Lac la Biche town, An Italian set- 
tlement has been formed south of the 
rallway some ten miles southwest of 
the town. A settlement of ten Russian 
tamilies have established themselves 
cn the isthmus between Lac la Biche 
end Beaver lake. Southward along the 
Beaver and in the lake and prairie re: 
gkion extending to Fork lake and 
Whitefish lake there is occupation sy 
recént settlers, The people of the new 
town are woll satisfied not only with 
the present condition but also with 
the future prospects of the place as a 
Lusiness point 

The homestead map of 1916, is- 
sued by the department of interior 
shows that settlement has been mak- 
ing wood progress recently in the vi- 
cinity of Lac Ja Biche. The number of 
homesteads shown to have been )tak:n 
Curing 1916.48 as follows: On thé north 
tide of the’ lake and west of the rati- 
way, 12. East of the town, 15. South 
of the town, chiefly in township 66, 
range 18, betweon the town and Rea- 
ver Lake, 22, West and northwest of 
the town and railway, between Lac la 
Biche and Egg Luke, chiefly in town- 
phip 67, ranges 14 and 15, 60. .On the 
cutskirts of the Plamondonvyille settie- 
ment, 16, South of Egg Lake and the 
railway from eight to twelve miles 
from Lac la Biche station, 43. Along 
the upper waters of the Beaver in the 
vicinity of Grandin and Normandin 
vort offices, 46. Total 227 homesteads 
mken in the year 1915, within twenty 
miles of Lac ia Biche town, The set- 
tiement tributary to the railway at 
Lac la Biche extends from Fork lake 
ja township 63, range 11, west of the

There is a freight train to and from 
Edmonton once a week, Passenger 
‘travel is carried by the daily service cf 
the gasoline electric car. The railway 
operation is directed by telephone, 
which gives commercial connection 
with Edmonton, The government telv- 
graph line from Athabasca is extend- 
ed to Plamondonville, and a telephone 
connects the mission with Plamondon- 
ville, but there is no connection from 
the mission to the town, The minister 
of public works promised an extension 
of the wire to the town at last session 
of parliament, but it has wot yet been 
made, An improved mail service has 
been promised since May last. If the 
inail caine in only on the weekly 
trotiht train it would be betier than at 
present, Now it comes by train to Ath- 
abasca, thence by stage to Plamondon- 
ville, forty miles, and then ‘by carrier 
to the mission, and the town, The trip 
usually takes three to four days from 
Edmonton, and worse than that the 
cutgoing reail leaves before the incom- 
ing one arrives, so that the answer to 
a letter lies over for a week, An im- 
proved mail service is a pressing need, 
esjiecially in view of the holiday travel 
that is being developed.

THE DAILY ROUND 


BY THE ONLOOKER 


One of the picturesque participants 
in the annual pilgrimage to Lac Bt, 
Anne on Wednesday was the Rev. 
Father Leduc, who shares with Father 
Lacombe the distinction of ing 
among the earliest of livifg mission- 
aries in the west. Born in France, 
he voluntered for work in the Weatern 
Canadian mission fleld, and came out 
to Canada in 1864, In December of 
that year he was ordained at Ottawa 
University, and on April 25, 1865, left 
Montreal for St. Boniface. They went 
by rail to Kingston, Detroit, Chicago, 
and Prairie du Chien, thence by boat 
to St. Paul, and nine miles further to 
St. Anthony's Falls (now Minnea- 
polis). They travelled by stage, 
drawn by four horses, to Fort Aber- 
crombie, and were four days on the 
trip. 


At Fort Abercrombie they joined a 
brigade of Red River carta with their 
provisions. They were welcomed to 
St. Boniface by Bishop Tache, who 
had only two priests with him—Father 
Lestance (who really started the Lac 
Ste. Anne pilgrimage) and Father Le- 
flot. In the autumn of 1865 Father 
Leduc was sent to the half-breed mis- 
sion at Pembina, where he stayed un- 
til the spring of 1867, at which time he 
came west to Edmonton. The party 
left St. Boniface on June 6th with a 
string of Red River carts, in which 
were one year’s supplies for the Sask- 
atchewan missions, These consisted 
of tea, sugar, tobacco, bacon, blankets 
and clothing, and altar wine, The 
caravan made good headway along 
the smooth prairie trails, but they had 
some difficulty in fording the rivers 


along the route-—the Assinibola, the

further west, on a@ little creek falling 
into Big Lake. “It never ran," says 
Father Leduc, “for we were so afraid 
of high water that we put it where we 
had no water at all." In the follow- 
ing year the mill was moved again to 
the south side of the lake, and was 
operated six hours every day until 
1872, when it was again washed away, 
together with the St. Albert bridge, 
built by Father Lacombe some years 
before, Thoroughly discouraged, the 
missionaries then succeded in induc- 
ing the Lamoreaux brothers to form a 
company and build a planer, shingle 
machine and grist mill, on the Stur- 
geon, 18 miles from St. Albert. These 
mills were successfully operated, 


There were several well-established 
missionary posts at that time. There 
were Father Lacombe at St. Paul des 
Cris, Father Remas at Lac Ste. Anne, 
Father Tissot and Father Andre at St. 
Albert, Father 
Father Vegreville at 
and one or two others, 
din was at Lac La Biche, moving in 
1868 to St. Albert, In the Mackenzie 
River district there were Bishop Far- 
aud and Father (now Bishop) Grou- 
ard, 


Maisonneuve and 
Lac La Biche, 
Bishop Gran- 


Father Leduc began his ministry at 
St. Albert, where he spent seven 
years, Every spring he accompanied 
the half-breeds and Indians to the 
prairie buffalo hunt, One year they 
met an immense herd of buffalo three 
days out from St, Albert, The ter- 
rible epjdemic of smallpox in’ 1870 
found Father Leduc at his post in the 
midst of it, He and all his com- 
panion missionaries at St. Albert were 
ill with the disease for weeks, but 
happly all recovered. Before the 
outbreak, the population of St. Albert 
settlement was five hundred, and be- 
fore the plague had ceased three hun- 
dred had come.to an untimely end, 


In 1874 Father Leduc was transfer- 
red to Lac La Biche. — In 1877 he re- 
turned to St, Albert, being appointed 
a Vicar-General in 1879, and remained 
there until 1885, when he took charge 
of St. Mary's Church at Calgary. He 
remained in Calgary until 1892, bulild- 
ing the present St. Mary's Church 
while there, and starting a small hos- 
pital for the Grey Nuns, which was 
the beginning of the present splendid 
hospital there. In 1893 he returned 
to St, Albert, and in 1898 was appoint- 
ed pastor of 8t. Joachim’s Church, Ed- 
monton. He again returned to §8t. 
Albert in 1906, and is still there. 
rounding out the fulness of his years 
in peaceful but pleasant activity.

JITNEYS INJURE 
ST. RY. BUSINESS 
IN THE WEST END 


Superintendent Threatens to Cur. 
tail Car Service in Consequence 
—System Employées Quit 


Complaints of the street’ car ser- 
vice at the west ond, where the jitneys 
are thickest, have been made to civic 
officials, On the one hand {t is said 
that the service is not all it should 


be, while on the other side it is argu- 
ed that the general public, and some 
in, particular who should not do so, 
patronize the jitneys in preference to 
the street cars, 

A fair estimate of traffic on the 
street cir system, according to street 
railway officials, can usually be ob- 
tained in the morning. <A census of 
Passengers carried on_ the carg on 
Monday last, from 107th avenue to 
14th street from 7:16 a.m, to 9:11 
a.m, showed that in all 181 passengers 
«were carried on 22 cars. Of these cars 
16 wefe on time, one car ahead of 
time and 8 cars were one or two min- 
utes late. These figures give some- 
thing like 8 passengers per car. 

The street railway superintendent 
says that if this evident boycotting of 
the\ street cars does not cease in this 
district the only thing to do will be to 
cut out the Sp fed and turn the street 
cars at 124th street and Short avenue. 
Also, it is stated that there should be 
more supervision of the jitneys, it be- 
ing alleged that they are allowed to 
run overcrowded, 

A bright epot in the street car sys- 
tem, however, is at Calder, which has 
paid consistently from the outset. 
Here, for the month of June, the 
revenue was $425.92. Expenditure 
was as follows: Wages, $75.71; cost 
of power, $39.87; maintenance, $20.38; 
interest on capital expenditure ($2,000 
at 6 per cent.), $10; total, $1465.95. 
These figures. show. a_ surplus of 
$279.96, and thow that, in this dis- 
trict, where industrial and residential 
conditions both help to create a real 
demand for the servite, the system 
pays easily. 

On Wednesday about a dozen street 
railway employees gave notice of quit- 
ting the service, as they say that dur- 
ing present conditions they can ob- 
tain more profitable employment 
elsewhere, Also, some stated that 
they were leaving in order to allow 
some of the married men, laid off 
when the schedule was changed, to be 
reinstated in their old jobs. This will 
be done, and all the vacancies filled 
by men who were 1aid off, 


ALL NON-BRITISH 
MISSION WORK IS

and other non-British . missionaries 
and teachers will not be permitted to 
engage in their work in India until 
stringent regulations «as to informa- 
tion concerning them have been com- 
plied with and permission been ob- 
tained from the Indian authorities. 
Announcement to this effect {s made 
by the British embassy. No explan- 
ation of the new policy was given out 
except that it was “owing to circum- 
stances arising out of the war.” There 
have been reports that uprisings 
against British rule in India have been 
fomented in the United States but 
nothing in the British embassy's state- 
ment indicates that the regulations 
are due to that cause.
